After the committee com- 
plained that the new members hed 
not acquired membership in proper 
form, Judge Lowenberg .voided the 
elections and appointed an attorney 
to arrange new ones. He also asked 
the committee to examine the re- 
quests for membership. 

Dismissing the committee's objec- 
tion to the applications, Judge Lo- 
wenberg said yesterday they could 
not block the new elections simply 
on the grounds that the new mem- 
bers had been organized by the 
Labour Party’s Youth Division. He 
noted the complaint of Youth Di- 
vision lawyer A. Bareket that the 
League’ ommilttee's- address had 
proved to be that of a locked and 
empty private home.

The Tel Baruch was an especially 
crowded beach, frequented by re- 
_aidents from north of the Yarkon. 

When the bathing season open 
this year on May 1, the “invalids” 
beach farther north, in Herzliya, 
will also be barred. The beach, si- 
tuaitted south of the Accadta Hotel, 
had mever been authorized for bath- 
ing, and no lifeguards were stationed 
there. Since there were a number 


of drownings ‘there lest year, the 
Ministry planned to set up ail the 
mecessary safety facilities, but the 
bacteriological findings showed that 
it was too contaménated. 

‘As wes the case last year, the 
beaches at the end of AHenby Road 
and Tru Street will again 
be closed to bathers due to the 
construction of break-watars. 

Mr, Guery reported that in ail, 
there would be 63 official bathing 
beaches along the Mediterranean 
coast, 12 on the Kinneret and two 
in Eilat. There are also 102 pubic 
swimming ‘pools throughout the 
country. 

Mr. Guery reported that the num-

SHYNESS ABOUT WEALTH 

Tt might be thought that business- 
men who give of thelr hard-earned 
money towards the nation's welfare 
in this way woukd be Keen to be 
elted in public. But their pride in 
chiselling the family name on gra- 
nite is equalled by their ahyness 
in talking about sums of cash. The 
reason {s undoubtedly the unpopu- 
larity of riches in this egalitarian- 
minded country. Yet it should be 
recalled that donations are not made 
in one lump sum, but are often 
8. pledge stretching over a number 
of years. 

A' dis ed donor (having 
nothing to do with the UJA) is 
the Naftall Fund, financed by trade 
unfons in Germany, Austria, Swit- 
zerland and Israel — in memory 
of the late Peretz Nafta, who did 
a great deal for the workers’ move- 
menta. They have given 120m. 
since 1968 to institutions of highor 
learning, apart from the endow- 
ment of scholarships and other be- 
neficences. A large Camadian fund 
has subscribed $25m., with ‘another 
§$25m. under discussion. The legen- 
dary Str Isaac Wolfson has given 
$6m, dn ᾿ς mainly to Tel Gi- 
borim, hospital, ‘and hig son Leonard 
‘Wolfson has subscribed another $2m. 

Shaul Eisenberg offered IL10m., 
mainly for 'the new Jaff2 hospital. 
The WiHams family has given 
1L10m., Yekutfel Federmann IL7m., 
and the Gibor Fund (at the ini- 
tlative of Gershon Rozov) ILém. 
Mark Mosevics, head of Elite and 
president of the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, has built a Youth Centre 
in Tel Aviv's Hatikva Quarter, with 
ἃ contribution of IL2.5m. The Me- 
zidor group, responsible for one of 
the world’s biggest investments in 
shipping, has subscribed IL21m. 

-Most contributions are more mo- 
dest than that. The majority of 
Israeli donations range between 
1IL250,000 and ILim. The majority 
of foreign contributions are under 
one milHon doMars, according to 
Mr. Pelber.
